The Comanche Volunteer Fire Department telephone 
number is 356-2112 and this should be rememlx*rod 
bv all residents of Comanche and the surrounding ter­ 
ritory. One’s familiarity with this telephone number 
is especially im|x>rtant lx>th to the Fire Department 
and to the residents of the area served by Comanche 
Volunteer Firemen, because time is an important 1 ac­ 
tor in fighting and controlling fires. 
Seconds may 
mean the difference between success or failure in sav­ 
ing property and lives. It is also imix>rtant to give 
an accurate location of the fire; this can save a lot 
of time for the firemen. 
The Comanche Volunteer Fire Department answers 
fire calls and other requests for emergency assistance 
every day. Some days there may bo several ca lls an­ 
swered requiring the firemen to be away from their 
jobs and/homes many hours, often during inclement 
weather conditions. 
The City of Comanche provides the services of one 
full time firemen or attendant at the Fire Station on 
around-the-clock basis. Too, the City l ire Marshal, 
John T. Carpenter, is fully accredited and authorized 
and his reports are accepted by the State th e Insur­ 
ance Commission. The Fire Marshal makes regular 
inspections and recommendations, and cooperation is 
requested, in order that our City may be made safer 
from fire hazards and conditions dangerous to human 
life.

Comanche Volunteer Fire Department personel is 
not only highly trained in firefighting. Eighteen mem­ 
bers of the Volunteer Fire Department carry American 
Red Cross Standard First Aid certificates, and nine 
have completed Advanced First Aid courses while one 
member, Carrol L o u d erm ilk , is an approved Red Cross 
First Aid instructor. The private motor vehicles oper­ 
ated bv four Volunteer Fire Department members, 
Ivoudermilk, John T. Carpenter, Joe Waring, and Bob 
Carpenter, are approved Red Cross First^Aid Emergency 
units. The entire membership is highly trained for 
emergency service under the City and County Civil 
Defense program, under Director Bob Carpenter.
